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Reply to Articles and cArguments 


Both over Radio, and in ‘The Fundamentalist”, Frank Norris, Editor 


Dear Sir: 

I have read the article written by our 
opponent, also the letter written by the 
editor of Fundamentalist. I have no de- 
sire to enter into a religious controversy, 
and I want to steer clear of a fighting 
spirit like I see some have, but I do feel 
that I want to offer a few things for 
your consideration by way of rebuttal, 
proof, or testimony. 

First, I want to say that we Church 
of God people take exceptions to, and 
detest, and protest against the expres- 
sion “Holy Roller”. We feel that it is 
uncourteous and unkind of the writer to 
make such an expression. Every time you 
use this expression you are violating a 
very sacred principle, and it has been pro- 
tested against in our General Assembly. 

I am sure the enemy of all righteous- 
ness is pleased with such denial and pro- 
test against such experiences so plainly 
taught in the Bible. I feel that we can- 
not pass these remarks by without reply. 
I also feel that the Holy Ghost is 
grieved at such remarks, and men will be 
brought into judgment for protesting 
against such experiences so plainly taught 
which have been obtained by so many 
thousands. 

Now these articles were lengthy, a 
great volume of words, but not one 
scriptural proof that healing, anointing 
with oil, and tongues are not for this 
gospel dispensation. 

Jesus set up a system of religion near- 
ly two thousand years ago, which the 
early church received and enjoyed, and 
the Spirit had its manifestation which was 
given every man to profit withal, 1 Cor. 
12:7. It appears to me you fellows wish 
to strip the Holy Ghost of all His man- 
ifestation, and His duties attached to 
His office. You have nothing left but a 
sawed-off religion, a dumb Holy Spirit, 
an experience as dry as a Texas wind, and 
as empty as a last year’s bird nest, and 
have deviated from God’s Word and sub- 
stituted your ideas which is not the mind 


of God. 


JESUS CHRIST THE SAME YESTER- 
DAY, TODAY, AND FOREVER, 
Heb. 13:8. 

I perceive that God is no respecter of 
persons. Acts 10:34. The same experi- 
ence the early church had wrought in 
the heart by the power of God, is the 
same today. We are yet living in the 
church age, and no angel has come to 
tell us of a change in that governmental

system of religion set up by Jesus. It 
should be remembered that John the 
Baptist did not establish; nor organize a 
church, but Jesus said, after John was 
beheaded, that, “Upon this rock I WILL 
(future tense) BUILD MY CHURCH.” 
Matt. 16:18. Therefore, you have no 
scriptural right to have a Baptist church. 
John was the baptiser (bap-tiz-or) be- 
cause he baptized, but never did John 
ever hint at a church. He said, “I must 
decrease,” perhaps that is the reason your 
experiences have decreased, and perhaps 
that is the reason you know nothing of 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, and di- 
vine healing—you are on the decrease. 
Jesus came after John’s ministry and 
built a church, and it is called the 
Church of God about (or approximately) 
thirteen times in the New Testament, 
and we are admonished not to add to 
nor take from, 

That explanation of 1 Cor. 13:8 will 
not hold water. Listen to Adam Clark, 
LL.D., F. S. A., a new edition condensed 
and supplemented from the best modern 
authorities, by Daniel Curry, LL.D. 


Quote: “ ‘Charity never faileth.’ Love 
to God and man is essential to social and 
religious life; without it there can be no 
communion with God, nor a preparation 
for eternal glory. Without it there was 
never true religion, nor never can be; and 
it is not only necessary through life, but 
will exist to and through eternity. 

“Prophecies shall fail.’ Though the 
accurate prophet and the eloquent, per- 
suasive preachers may be useful in their 
day, they shall not always be so; nor 
shall their gifts fit them for glory. Noth- 
ing short of love can fit a soul for the 
kingdom of God. 

“ “Tongues shall cease.’ The miraculous 
gift of different languages, that also 
shall cease as being unnecessary, 

“ “Knowledge shall vanish away.’ All 
human arts and sciences, as being utter- 
ly useless in the eternal world, though so 
highly extolled and useful here. (Prophe- 
cy, speaking with tongues, deep knowl- 
edge, are all appointed for the good .of 
the church, for the time; afterward 
these temporary phenomena shall fall 
away; even the Christian learning shall do 
so, for then comes in the perfect knowl- 
edge (verse 12) and that as the common 
heritage of all, whereby the deep knowl- 
edge will necessarily cease to exist.— 
Myer. 

““But when that which is perfect is 


come.’ The state of eternal blessedness. 

“Then that which is in part (that 
which is imperfect) shall be done away.’ 
(The appearance of the perfected condi- 
tion of things necessarily brings with it 
the abolition of what is only partial. 
With the advent of the absolute the im- 
perfect finite ceases to exist, as the dawn 
ceases at the rising of the sun.)” 

Un-quote. Tongues, prophecy, and 
knowledge, these three are for the church 
age. Charity continues. 

Nowhere between the lids of the Bible 
do you have any thing to prove that Paul 
was referring to the perfect law of li- 
berty, or the written New Testament 
when he said, “But when that which is 
perfect is come.” He was not referring 
to the written New Testament, but he 
was referring to that blessed eternal 
state, perfected condition. This explana- 
tion by Entxminger, with reference to 
these gifts only being for the period of 
time when they had the unspoken Word 
of God, is just an alibi for his decreased 
experience with God. 

Has prophecy failed? Has knowledge 
vanished away? At the same time tongues 
is to cease, prophecy is to fail, and also 
knowledge is to vanish away, If you can 
succeed in proving that prophecy has 
failed and is useless for the present time, 
and that the things uttered by the proph- 
ets, predicted for this age, have proven 
useless and void, and that knowledge has 
vanished away, and we are degenerating 
and living in ignorance and obscurity, 
then I will agree that tongues have 
ceased, from a Bible standpoint. But you 
know these have not failed, ceased, nor 
vanished away. 

If you should come to me and tell me 
I did not have a right arm, I would know 
you did not know what you were talk- 
ing about. So you have come too late to 
tell us we can not receive the Holy 
Ghost and get healed, because we have 
already gotten results, and that is the end 
of all argument. Jesus said, “All things 
are possible to them that believe,” Mark 
9:23, and “If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren, how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things to 
them that ask him?” Matt. 7:11. Elijah 
was a man of like passion as we and he 
got results, his success was due to exer- 
cised faith. And Jesus was hindered by 
unbelief of the people, so that he could

EXT: “A friend loveth at all times.” 
Prov. 17:17, 

To be sure, I feel my inability to at- 
tempt to write on this all important sub- 
ject, though I feel impressed to write. 

You and I well remember when but a 
child, our playmates, schoolmates, and 
the young men and women we learned 
to know so well. Even now we can look 
back and see their faces so clear. Those 
days have come and gone. Many faces 
we may never see again. But deep in our 
hearts they made a home. And until we 
too rest from struggle they will be re- 
membered, affectionately. Friendship! 
Oh, what a precious word. It would take 
many pages to explain what friendship 
really means. 


So many times this word is used wrong- 
fully. To be a friend means more than 
saying, I’m your friend. It’s easy to have 
plenty of so-called friends when you have 
money or fame; you are crowded with 
company, always someone ready to offer 
his help, if you are expected to soon ob- 
tain a high office or a very prominent 
place, and it’s almost election time and 
you're expected to be elected. 

A friend you cannot rely on, is the 
fellow who seeks your company because 
you have money or because you can 
show him a big time. A friend not worth 
having is he who seeks your company be- 
cause you sit on the throne of power, By 
hard work you have become leader of 
some large organization and by virtue of 
your leadership may be able to dispense 
important favors. 

Observe him who is in high position 
and you will always find a number of 
hangers-on who patiently scheme and 
wait for a hand-out. If you have money, 
well and good; once lost, watch the 
crowd run in the other direction. It’s a 
sad picture to look on the side of false 
friendship. Thank God, there is a few 
true friends yet. 

What is friendship anyway? Proverbs 
17:17 (text). We hear the wise man say, 
“A friend loveth at all times.” One man 
said a friend is as it were your second 
self, which means clearly, it is an inner 
bond between people, not dependent on 
circumstances. It is a bridge between two 
hearts which they can walk in love, in 
understanding. With a friend your soul 
can be naked. He wants you to be what 
you are, neither being better nor worse. 
In his presence you can say what you 
think. You can talk of your aims in the 
future, or secrets of the past, and in a 
friend’s heart all these are wasted away 


in the white ocean of his loyalty. He 
understands.

I was reared in a home where I re- 
ceived very little religious training. My 
parents used to be Catholic but had quit 
the church when I was but a small child 
and then did not go to church at all.

Questions would come to my 
mind as to whether there was anything 
to life after death or not. I would look 
to such noted men as Burbank, the plant 
wizard, he was of the opinion that death 
was the end of us.

The first 
family I visited were religious and tried 
to sell me religion and I tried to sell 
them my books. They gave me some 


tracts to read and I was aroused to the 
extent that I asked questions about re- 
ligious beliefs of every one that professed 
to know anything about religion.

mer. Some were very religious and some 
were very much the other way. I 
noticed that homes that were governed 
by the Bible and prayed in their homes 
were happy homes. Homes that had no 
regard for the things of God were gen- 
erally homes of discontent and strife. I 
determined that I would endeavor to find 
out if there was anything to religion or 
not. If there was, and I failed to pay any 
attention to religious things, I would 
miss much in this life, and if the Bible 
was true, even more in the life to come. 


A depot agent at Emmigrant, Mon- 
tana, planted the seed that grew and 
convinced me that there was a God. I told 
him this world was not created but was 
a red hot ball coming from the sun, 
that it cooled off and later vegetation 
grew on it, then germ and later animal 
life. He said to me, “You don’t believe 
in your own reasoning. You know that 
if you take a kernel of corn and heat it 
it will not grow if you get it too hot. 
You can boil an egg and it won’t hatch. 
You ‘can destroy all manner of life, even 
germ life, by intense heat. If the earth 
had been a red hot ball and has even now 
molten lava in its center, where did life 
come from?” I said to him, “I don’t 
know,” but in my own mind I had to 
admit that there had to be a Creator of 
all things or there would not be any- 
thing, nor would you or I have life ex- 
cept God gave it to us. That was my 
first step. Since God gave us life He has 
a right to tell us how we ought to live 
our lives down here on this earth. 

I was fully aroused. I read books on 
religion, all kinds and by many writers. 
I went to Sunday School in the college 


class. I went to the different young 
people’s societies in the different 
churches, Methodist, Baptist, Christian, 


Lutheran, and others some times. I liked 
to associate with the young people, and 
I guess I learned a few things about re- 
ligion, but I received no food for 
soul, nor any instruction that I 
might be saved from sin and know that 
I was saved. That all came later. 

In January of 1929 we moved to Great 
Falls, Montana, where I secured a posi- 
tion in an electric shop. Later wife went 
with a certain lady to a meeting in a 
home and I went the next time but did 
not like it. Later this same lady took 
my wife to another church and _ she 
came back and said that I would like to 
go there. I went and was struck with 
the earnestness of the minister. He was 
of about my own age and seemed so sin- 
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cere in every- 
thing he said. 
I had never 
heard of the 
Pentecostal 
movement, nor 
was I ever in a testimony service, but in 
this church I found both. They testi- 
fied that they were saved. I felt that 
that was presumption, that no one could 
know, only God. They showed me scrip- 
ture in the Bible that we could know and 
should know. I went for several months 
to this church then in my own home, 
when I finally gave in to God, that He 
could really hear and answer prayer, I 
was saved and His Spirit bore witness 
with my spirit that I was a child of God. 
Rom. 8:16. That was wonderful, I cried 
and laughed and praised the Lord all at 
once. I shall never forget that day. I was 
born again. Hallelujah! I was a new crea- 
ture, old things had passed away, all 
things had become new. 2 Cor. 5:17. 
That was the 13th day of October, 1929. 
One week later I was baptized in water 
and then on the 29th of October I re- 
ceived the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
speaking in other tongues as the Spirit 
gave utterance, as recorded in Acts 2:4; 
Acts 19:6; Acts 10:44-46. 

Ever since my conversion I have lived 
a different life. I have found it “joy un- 
speakable and full of glory” as x eter said 
it was. It satisfies the soul “xe Jesus said 
it would, when speaking to the woman 
at the well of Samaria. He said if she 
would drink of the water of life that 
He was able to give, she would never 
thirst again. If you are dissatisfied with 
life the way it is, and you thirst again 
and again, then I would say to you, 
“Accept Jesus, let him come into your 
life and you will have that satisfying por- 
tion. Jesus truly satisfies the soul.” 

If you are sick in body, remember Je- 
sus healed the sick in Galilee and He is 
just the same today. “Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday and today and forever.” 
Heb. 13:8. Thousands of souls have been 
healed in answer to prayer.

1886-1936 
BY J. H. INGRAM 


NTRODUCTION: A ‘“jubilee” was 

formerly a Jewish festival celebrated 
every 50th year, to commemorate the de- 
liverance of the Israelites from Egyptian 
bondage. (Lev. 25:8-24). It also repre- 
sents the 50th anniversary of any event. 
The word “golden” is usually employed 
to give excellency or prominence to the 
occasion, especially is this true when re- 
ferring to the 50th wedding anniversary. 
August 19th, 1936 will mark the 50th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Church of God, thus bringing to a close 
our “Golden Jubilee”, whether or not we 
attach any significance to it. 

FIFTY YEARS OF PROGRESS 

It was about the year 1884, a spirit of 
dissatisfaction and unrest began to work 
in the mind of a licensed minister of the 
Missionary Baptist church by the name 
of Richard G. Spurling, then living in 
Monroe county, Tenn. This humble and 
sincere servant of God, desiring to see a 
revival and a general reformation, began 
a more careful study of the Bible, and 
for two years or more of careful search- 
ing, praying, weeping and pleading, ap- 
parently to no avail, he, with others, be- 
gan to arrange for an independent meet- 
ing for a conference and a more careful 
consideration of religious matters. 

The result of the prayers and research 
on the part of Mr. Spurling and his com- 
panions proved three things to their en- 
tire satisfaction, In the sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries, when the noble and 
illustrious reformers were throwing off 
and breaking out from under the galling 
yoke of Romanism, and launched and in- 
augerated what is commonly known as 
Protestanism, they failed to reform from 
creeds; they adopted the law of faith 
when they should have adopted the law 
_ of love; and third, they failed to reserve 
a right of way for the leadership of the 
Holy Ghost and conscience. Besides the 
aforesaid points, they were awakened to 
the fact that God’s Church existed only 
where His law and government was ob- 
served by His children. 

After having taken plenty of time for 
consideration, the time and place for the 
meeting was arranged and announced. 
That day is worthy of remembrance— 
Thursday, August 19, 1886. 

The small company of humble, faith- 
ful, conscientious pilgrims, met at the 


Barney Creek meeting house, Monroe 
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county, Tennessee. After prayer, a strong 
discourse was delivered by Richard G. 
Spurling, emphasizing the need of a re- 
formation. The arguments were full of 
force and proved effective and were en- 
dorsed by the hearers, so that when the 
time came for action there was free and 


earnest response. 

The proposition and obligation was 
simple. We give it below: “As many 
Christians as are here present that are 
desirous to be free from all men-made 
creeds and traditions, and are willing to 
take the New Testament, or the law of 
Christ, for your only rule of faith and 
practice, giving each other equal rights 
and privileges to read and interpret for 
yourselves as your conscience may dic- 
tate, and are willing to sit together as 
the Church of God to transact business as 
the same, come forward.” 

In response to this proposition eight 
persons, whose names are given below, 
presented themselves and gave each other 
the right hand of fellowship: Richard 
Spurling, John Plemons, Sr., Polly Plem- 
ons, Barbara Spurling, Margaret Lauftus, 
Melinda Plemons, John Plemons, Jr., Ade- 
line Lauftus. 

After having joined themselves  to- 
gether under the above obligation they 
decided to name the baby organization 
“Christian Union”, They then decided to 
receive persons into membership who 
were possessed with a good Christian 
character, and that ordained and licensed 
ministers from other churches could re- 
tain their same position or office with- 
out being reordained. By virtue of the 
office he had held as a faithful ordained 
minister in the Missionary Baptist 
Church for a number of years, Elder 
Richard Spurling was duly acknowledged 
and recognized as their minister, to do 
all the work devolved on him as such in 
the new order. He then having been 
placed in authority by the body, took his 
seat as moderator, and by prayer dedi- 
cated the infant church to God, implor- 
ing His guidance and blessing for it, and 
that-it might grow and prosper and ac- 
complish great good. 

An invitation was then given for the 
reception of members, and they received 
Richard G. Spurling, who was then a 
licensed minister. The church chose him 
as their pastor and had him ordained the 
next month, September 26, 1886. Soon 
after this, Elder Richard Spurling died, 
at the advanced age of about seventy- 
four years. Although he was honored 
with being the first ordained minister, he 
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never lived to see the results of his 
prayers, tears and labor of love in assist- 
ing to launch this great reformation, that 
is now assuming such vast proportions as 
it is spreading over the world. 

The little church grew very slowly at 
first, But few cared anything about the 
infant organization. Nevertheless they 
continued to preach a clean gospel, urg- 
ing the people to seek and obtain the 
blessing of sanctification subsequent to 
salvation, and at the same time they 
prayed, fasted and wept before the Lord 
until a great revival was the result. Peo- 
ple became interested and were stirred 
for miles around. Quite a number pro- 
fessed salvation and __ sanctification 
through the blood of Christ. This meet- 
ing was held in the Shearer school house, 
over in Cherokee county, North Carolina, 
by Evangelists William Martin, Joe M. 
Tipton, and Milton McNabb. After the 
series of meetings were over and the 
evangelists had gone, the people com- 
menced a Sunday School, and prayer 
meetings were conducted regularly by 
Willima F. Bryant, a leading man of the 
community. People earnestly sought God, 
and the interest increased until unex- 
pectedly, like a bolt of lightning from a 
clear sky, the Holy Ghost began to fall 
upon them, in the same manner as at 
Pentecost, upon the early church, Acts 2: 
4. 

While the meetings were in progress, 
one after another fell prostrate under the 
power of God, and soon quite a number 
were speaking in other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. The influ- 
ence and excitement spread like wild fire, 
and the people came for many miles to 
investigate, hear, and see the manifesta- 
tions of the presence of God. This was in 
the year 1896 when the revival began, 
and although the people knew very little 
about the Bible, they prayed, shouted and 
exhorted until hundreds of hardened sin- 
ners were converted, and about a hun- 
dred men, women, and children received 
the Holy Ghost baptism and spoke in 
other tongues under the power of the 
Spirit of God. 


The power of healing was soon real- 
ized, and a number of miraculous heal- 
ings were wrought by the power of 
God. Persecutions followed and four or 
five houses, where they met for worship, 
were burned. 

At one time the storm of persecution 
broke in with such fury that one hun- 
dred and six men, composed of minis- 
ters, stewards and deacons, from other 
churches, with one sheriff and one jus- 
tice of the peace, banded themselves to- 
gether to put down the revival, even by 
violence, if that was the only way it 
could be accomplished. They deliberately

not do many mighty works in certain 
places. That which hinders God’s work 
is holiness fighters and Word of God re- 
jecters. The disciples failed on a few 
cases, then Jesus did the work, and Je- 
sus said this kind goeth out by much 
prayer and fasting. I will ask you, How 
long have either of you fasted, prayed and 
tarried for the Holy Ghost, or for any 
one to get healed? I will venture to say 
you have decreased down to where noth- 
ing is left but a question mark in the 
pulpit. You are more like a politician 
than a preacher, there is nothing left but 
leaves, no fruit, no results, just getting 
church members, joining the church un- 
der conviction, some of them, without 
being born again, cutting out the man- 
ifestations of the Spirit, but just preach- 
ing with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, with no demonstrations of the Spir- 
it and power. 

With reference to the explanation 
made, that the oil used in James 5:14 
was for medical purposes. Do you think 
the oil used on the tabernacle, altar, and 
vessels in Moses’ time was used for medi- 
cal purposes? Were the vessels sick? Was 
the altar sick? Yet Moses was com- 
manded to anoint them with oil for this 
purpose specified. Exod, 40:9. (That is 
to hallow it, which Webster says means 
to make holy; to consecrate.) This oil is 
symbolic, just as the position you take 
with reference to water baptism. The wa- 
ter baptism is symbolic of what is sup- 
posed to have taken place inside. (An 
outward expression of an inward experi- 
ence.) So is the oil symbolic of an out- 
ward act of obedience. 


In ancient times they had an oil that 
was used as an article of food, also 
beaten olive oil used in the lamps to pro- 
duce light, and then the oil used for 
ointment, as is referred to in Psa. 133. 
But if you will notice St. James, under 
the inspiration of the Holy Ghost, tells 
us in St. James 5:15 that the prayer of 
faith shall save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise them up. Not the oil, no, no. 
Then if the oil is not going to raise them 
up, and plays no part in. the recovery, 
why apply the medicine? The Word of 
God says the prayer of faith saved the 
sick and the Lord did the work. But ac- 
cording to your argument the oil was 
medicine. But if it were, then this would 
be the work of a medical doctor, and not 
the elders of the church. As the oil 
played no part in the actual restoring to 
health, then the oil evidently was an act 
of obedience on the part of those doing 
the praying. If the oil did the healing, 
the Bible would have said so, but as the 
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Bible does not say so, but does say what 
did the work, then I will believe the 
Bible, and let every man be a liar, but 
God be true. 

Now what authority do we have from 
the Bible, or from heaven, to change the 
plan of salvation from that experienced 
and received by the primitive: church? 
My answer is, None whatever. The Word 
of God is the standard by which every 
experience, and doctrine is tested. 

I want you to remember that we do 
not believe in taking poison. The Bible 
says, “If they take any deadly poison, it 
shall not hurt them.” We do not believe 
in making a side show of handling snakes 
either, but the Bible says they shall take 
up serpents. I think it is unfair to refer 
to these extreme cases, and class all of 
us in the same bunch. Why don’t you 
pick out the sorriest man or woman in 
your church and class all the rest by that 
sorry man or woman? I want you to know 
that not any of our members even chew 
tobacco, neither do they go to the shows, 
or ball games which are works of the 
flesh; neither revellings, which Webster 
says means ‘“‘a noisy feast”, or carousal. 
I am afraid you all have played on the 
extreme side of the middle of the road 
in your arguments, and have not been 
fair with the subject being considered. 

Why not earnestly contend for the 
faith that was once delivered to the 
saints? Jude 3. Is it not the Lord that 
healeth all our diseases? Psa. 103:3. “I 
am the Lord that healeth thee.” Exod. 
15:26, “The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promises, as some men count 
slackness.” Have faith in God. “Now 
faith is the substance of things hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen,” Heb. 
11:1—a Bible definition. “He is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the power 
that worketh in us.” Eph. 3:20. 

God can be touched with the feelings 
of our infirmities, and if He has even the 
hairs of our head numbered, attends ev- 
ery funeral of the sparrow, measures the 
water of the seas in the palm of His 
hand, weighs the mountains, puts the 
hills in the scale, clothes the grass of 
the field, and paints the lily of the val- 
ley so that Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these, I believe 
God can hear and answer prayer today 
the same as in the early church. 

Louis Entzminger said the reason 
things were done back in Jesus’ day was 
for a purpose (that they might believe). 
Yes, that is right, and that is the same 
reason why God does things today. 

Tongues are for a sign to the unbe- 
liever, 1 Cor. 14:22, they edify the 
speaker, 1 Cor. 14:4, were set in the 
church by the Lord, 1 Cor. 12:28, and 
are one of nine gifts of the manifesta- 
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tion of the Spirit, 1 Cor. 12:10. Paul said, 
“Covet to prophesy, and forbid not to 
speak with tongues.” 1 Cor. 14:39. You 
will take the word “not” in Matt. 19: 
14, where Jesus said, “Suffer little chil- 
dren***and forbid them NOT, to come 
unto me.” Yes, you will swallow this 
bait, hook, sinker, cork, line, pole and all. 
BUT here, stop, LOOK, LISTEN. “For- 
bid not to speak with tongues,” 1 Cor. 
14:39. Tongues are a sign to follow be- 
lievers, Mark 16:17, and it is prophesied 
that “with men of other tongues and 
other lips, will I speak unto this people,” 
yes, “with a stammering lip, and another 
tongue,” Isa. 28:11. They spoke in 
tongues at Pentecost, Acts 2:1-4, also 
Cornelius, his kinsmen, near friends, and 
household spoke in tongues, Acts 10:44- 
46. Also twelve other men at Ephesus. 
spoke with tongues, Acts 19:1-6. My 
friend, over two million have, since 
nineteen hundred, received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost and spake with 
tongues as the Spirit gave utterance, 
and you nor no one else can down it from 
a Bible standpoint. 

It is like the man who was put in jail, 
and his friend came along and informed 
him they could not put him in jail for 
the thing he was charged with. His re- 
ply was, “They can too, for I am al- 
ready in here”. 

We have already received the blessing, 
and have God’s Bible to back us up in it 
and we are over two million strong, hav- 
ing God for our Father, Jesus for our 
elder brother, the Holy Ghost for our 
abiding Comforter, heaven for our fu- 
ture home, and the Bible to back us up. 

Now remember charity will never fail, 
will last throughout eternity, but we will 
have no need for preaching, prophecy, 
science, gained knowledge or tongues, 
when that which is perfect is come, the 
state of eternal blessedness, the appear- 
ance of the perfected condition of things, 
which necessarily brings with it the abo- 
lition of what is only partial, With the 
advent of the absolute the imperfect 
finite ceases to exist. 

Why not follow after charity, and DE- 
SIRE spiritual gifts? God has provided 
them for the Church. 1 Cor. 12:28. 

I admit we are behind, we are in the 
rear, compared with the early church, 
but even in the early days of Methodism 
church history tells us Peter Cartwright, 
the Methodist pioneer, said, ““A new exer- 
cise broke out among us called the jerks, 
which was overwhelming in its effects, 
also such instances as what were called 
the running, jumping, barking exercise.” 
Women shouted their bonnets off, and 
their hair down. Didn’t you study this in 
church history when you were in school? 

Too many have substituted churchan- 
ity for christianity; religiousness for 
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righteousness; activity for spirituality; 
and morality for the new birth, who 
have a form of godliness, but deny the 
power thereof, 2 Tim. 3:5. Paul says 
from such turn away. They have their 
programs, their trained preachers, and 
singers and can carry on a form of godli- 
ness, they can follow the outline and use 
big swelling words, but God is far from 
them.

tore down and burned the house where 
sinners were getting saved in nearly ev- 
ery service, in open daylight. But the 
greater the persecution the more the re- 
vival spread. 

The meetings were moved to the home 
of W. F. Bryant, and the power and 
glory of the Lord increased. It was then 
that seven men banded themselves to- 
gether to stop the work, and rode one 
day to the home of Mr. Bryant and de- 
manded him to stop the meetings, and 
also forbade him having prayers with his 
family; but, like Daniel of old, he pur- 
posed in his heart to obey God rather 
than man, and so the meetings continued, 
amid threats, showers of stones and rains 


of lead. 


As a comparison, the first General As- 
sembly was held in the home of J. C. 
Murphy, Cherokee county, N. C., with 
twenty-one persons present. The last 
General Assembly was held in the million- 
dollar Soldiers & Sailors Memorial Audi- 
torium in Chattanooga, Tenn., with 
about six thousand in attendance. At the 
beginning of this Assembly year, the sta- 
tistical report showed a total of 1,413 
churches, with a registered membership 
of 49,644, including 336 bishops, 479 
deacons, 1,489 evangelists, to say nothing 
of the exhorters. At this rate we are 
gaining an average of 1000 new members 
each year, which is wonderful, with 
some movements reporting losses. Then 
there are all the Bible schools, the or- 
phanage work, the new publishing house, 
with the great volume of business it is 
doing, with the work in general spread- 
ing out until it has reached nearly every 
state tthe Union, a number of provinces 
in the Dominion of Canada, as well as 
several foreign countries. But I feel that 
we are falling far behind, when it comes 
to discharging our duty to God, as re- 
gards evangelizing the world, What do 
you say? Let’s combine our efforts to 
make this a real banner year for the 
Church, and go over the top for Jesus. 

ONWARD TO THE GOAL 

Over the top, is largely 2 World War 
term. When the “zero” hour arrived for 
the boys to go over the top, they “went” 
or else fell back in the trenches, wounded 
or dead from the effects of the enemy’s 
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fire. We all know that war is bad, even 
for those who do not have to “go over 
the top”. But in this Christian warfare 
it is just the opposite. I believe we have 
a goal which we can reach this year, if 
every one will just work to that end, 
determined to “go over the top” in every 
department of the Church, and at the 
same time look to God for a mighty out- 
pouring of the Spirit. 

I was just thinking, it would be won- 
derful if we could call a special seven- 
weeks’ “home-coming jubilee” to con- 
tinue through the week of Aug. 19th, 
letting the fiftieth day fall on Sunday, 
with an all-day meeting, with thanksgiv- 
ing, prayer and praise, thus bringing to a 
conclusion our “golden jubilee”. During 
this time we might devote ourselves to 
special evangelistic meetings, and check 
up on our spirituality. On the other hand, 
check up on our financial obligations, 
and see how far we are from discharging 
them, making it a point not to allow our- 
selves to be satisfied with anything short 
of “going over the top” one hundred 
per cent on every line, whether it be the 
orphanage, old ministers, general indebt- 
edness, home or foreign missions. The 
writer, who is in the foreign service, wit- 
nessed the ingathering of around a thou- 
sand new members in his field of labor 
last year, and hopes to bring this up to 
the two thousand mark this year. We 
are embarking upon a mission tour that 
is calculated to reach around the world 
if Jesus tarries until another Assembly. [ 
believe also that we can count on you in 
your place. Then we can celebrate a real 
“jubilee” when we gather in the next 
General Assembly, and join in singing: 
“Over the top for Jesus, bravely we will
